Annual  Report,  1954* 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1954* 

Reference  to  Section  'A*  of  the  Report  shows  that  there  was 
a small  increase  in  the  Live  Birth  Rate  from  11.99  per  1000 
population  in  1953  to  12.41  in  1954*  The  number  of  deaths  at  all 
ages  increased  to  253?  in  132  of  which  the  age  at  death  was  71  years 
or  over.  There  were  6 infant  deaths  and  5 still-births.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  23.72  per  1,000  live  births. 

In  the  closing  months  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Measles 
commenced  and  it  continued  into  the  early  months  of  1955« 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
notified  and  most  of  them  were  mild.  Sixteen  were  admitted  to 
hospital,  generally  for  social  rather  than  medical  reasons.  Notific- 
-aticns  of  Whooping  Cough  increased  considerably  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  We  were  fortunate  in  having  no  case  of  Infantile 
Paralysis,  and  for  the  sixth  successive  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria. 

The  response  to  diphtheria  immunisation  was  on  the  whole  satisfactory 5 
details  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  are  given  in  Section  'C1. 

Seven  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (all  pulmonary)  were  notified 
for  the  first  time.  There  were  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis  - 
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(pulmonary  - 1 and  non-pulmonary  - l). 

On  1st  January,  1954*  as  a result  of  an  Order  made  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1950?  it  became  illegal  to 
sell  milk  for  human  consumption  by  retail  in  the  Hazel  Grove  and 
Bramhall  Urban  District  unless  either  Tuberculin-Tested  or  Heat- 
Treated,  except  that  until  30th  September,  1954?  it  was  also 
permissible  to  sell  Accredited  Milk.  This  Order  represents  a 
notable  advance  in  the  battle  against  bovine  tuberculosis. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954?  came  into  operation 
on  30th  August,  and  makes  further  provision  for  the  clearance  of 
houses  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  for  encouraging  the 
reconditioning  and  maintenance  of  houses.  The  Council's  proposals 
for  dealing  with  all  unfit  houses  within  a poriod  of  five  years  have 
already  been  sent  to  the  Minister. 

With  the  ending  of  meat  rationing  in  July,  it  again  became 
permissible  for  individual  butchers  to  slaughter  their  own  meat. 
Applications  for  the  licensing  of  two  slaughter-houses  were  approved, 
and  both  are  now  in  use.  All  meat  slaughtered  at  these  premises  is 
inspected  by  the  Council's  Inspectors.  In  1939?  there  were  nine 
licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  Urban  District. 

Sections  ' D ' to  ' H ’ of  my  Report,  which  deal  with  the  duties 
normally  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  have  been  prepared  by 
Mr.  H.  Peacock,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  whom  I am  indebted 
for  his  help. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  and  Health  Committee  and  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  valuable  help  so  readily  given  to  me  throughout  the  year.

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(ii)  Water  Supply „ 

The  Urban  District  is  served  from  the  Works  of  the  Stockport 
Corporation  Water  Undertaking . 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo- solvent 
action,  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical 
filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory 
(a)  in  quality  and  (b)  in  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  monthly  of  the  ra w water  and 
weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being 
satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and 
treated  water  going  into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results.

All  food  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year,  the  number 
of  inspections  of  each  type  being  recorded  under  paragraph  (i)  of 
Section  ’ D ’ . 

Twenty- three  Informal  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
contraventions  of  the  Shops  Acts,  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts  and  the  Council's 
Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  the  Sale,  Handling,  etc.  of  Food,  of  which  14 
were  complied  with  during  the  year,  the  remainder  being  in  hand  or 
otherwise  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Health  Department  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 
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The  practice  of  taking  swabs  from  cups,  plates,  knives,  forks, 
bacon  cutting  machines  and  ^ther  utensils  and  implements  has  been 
continued  during  the  year.  The  results  obtained  from  the 

Laboratory  were  very  good.  This  work  is  proving  well  worth  while, 

and  is  one  way  in  which  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  shop  managers, 
food  assistants  and  canteen  workers  the  value  of  sterilisation  as  a 
means  of  minimising  the  risk  of  food  poisoning.

At  31st  March,  1955?  'll16  Council  had  five  mechanically-operated 
vehicles  available  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse, 
with  trailers  attached  to  the  vehicles  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 

The  disposal  of  all  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse  is  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Council's  Tip  situate  in  Linney  Road,  Bramhall.  This 
is  the  site  of  the  disused  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  Tip  is  constantly 
inspected  for  likely  infestation  by  rats,  flies  and  crickets. 

The  Council's  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  dustbins  throughout  the 
District,  commenced  in  January,  1950?  continued  to  operate  during  the 
year,  and  up  to  31st  March,  1955?  Ik©  Council  had  supplied  3?940  bins 
to  properties  in  the  District.
